Claims as dam- 
age for injuries sustained by the parties were preseited to the 
Selectmen, amounting in the aggregate to the sum of four 
thousand seven hundred dollars, nine persons claiming to be 
injured. Seven members of the party who were not residents 
of the town, and representing claims amounting to the sum of 
three thousand seven hundred dollars, were visited at their 
several homes and settlement made with them to their full 
satisfaction by the payment of $355.50 in total, which in- 
cluded bills for treatment by physicians. 

Mr. Kinson and wife not accepting a tender considered 
reasonable by the Selectmen, their claims are not settled.
